My  Special  Letter  No.  7« 

When  I  began  My  Special  Letter  No.  G I  told 
you  it  was  to  be  the  last,  but  what  1  wanted  to 
tell  you  filled  more  than  the  space  the  Editor 
allowed  me,  so  I  shall  continue  with  the  ssame 
thought  this  month. 

In  speaking  of  Parks  Floral  Magazine,  let 
me  repeat,  it  must  always  be  devoted  to  flow- 
ers, and  the  minute  it  goes  out  of  that  field  its 
day  of  usefulness  has  ceased. 

We  have  about  six  hundred  thousand  sub- 
scribers at  the  present  time  that  are  not  yet 
all  on  the  subscription  list,  because  this  is  an 
enormous  number  ot  subscribers,  trained  help 
is  limited  in  the  country,  it  takes  a  year  for  a 
young  woman  to  become  suflBciently  experi- 
enced in  cutting  the  stencils  from  which  the 
address  labels  are  printed  on  the  Magazine 
each  month  so  that  she  can  turn  out  towards 
a  thousand  a  day,  and  .we  have  had  the  stencil 
system  less  than  three  years.  But  just  think 
what  it  would  mean  to  us  if,  in  response  to 
this  plea,  next  month  we  should  receive  ten 
thousand  letters. 

In  a  way  you  may  think  we  have  been  slow 
in  getting  down  to  the  point  where  the  Maga- 
zine will  reach  you  on  the  same  date  every 
rbonth  and  will  be  larger,  so  far  as  the  num- 
ber of  pages  is  concerned,  but  let  me  tell  you, 
it  has  been  no  easy  job  to  take  a  business  run- 
ning in  its  forty-ninth  year  just  as  it  had  been 
in  its  second  year,  without  a  single  item  of 
modern  equipment,  carried  on  only  because 
there  was  no  other  work  for  women,  girls  and 
boys  and  very  little  for  the  men  within  the 
community  and,  therefore,  wages  were  virtu- 
ally nothing,  and  to  change  it  all  aver  in  thre. 
years  to  modern  standards,  where  improved 
equipment,  trained  help  and  time-saving 
methods  must  be  employed  to  get  double  and 
treble  wages,  paper  costing  three  times  as 
much  and  magazine  postage  more  than  treb- 
led in  rate  per  pound. 

It  has  taken  all  the  patience  and  skill  of 
years  of  experience  and  has  cost  hundreds  ot 
thousands  of  dollars  in  money  to  bring  about 
these  improved  conditions  at  Lapark;  but  we 
feel  that  a  tremendous  advantage  has  been 
made,  that  the  investment  of  capital,  except- 
ing for  additional  machinery,  greenhouses 
and  lands,  as  the  business  mcreases,  has  about 
reached  its  end,  and  that  now,  in  a  few  months 
more,  smooth  working  without  the  noise  and 
commotion  of  carpenters,  steam-fitters  and 
all  that  sort  of  thing,  just  a  few  months  of 
quiet  work,  at  his  life's  job.  will  remedy  rec- 
ognized eflBciency  all  the  way  through,  and 
deliver  to  you,  as  regularly  as  clock  work, 
each  month's  Magazine  on  a  certain,  fixed 
date,  that  you  may  mark  on  your  calendar  as 
Parks  Floral  Magazine  Day,assisting  us  in  the 
way  I  have  tried  to  already  point  out  in  my 
last  special  letter  to  tbe"Corner",and  we  will 
do  the  rest, until  we  have  a  happy  floral  f am 
jly  of  more  than  two  million  readers  of  Pai^ 
Floral  Magazine.

Dear  Floral  Friends:  How  many,  many 
times  have  I  enjoyed  your  interesting  and  in 
struct! ve  talks  on  gardening  and  the  cnltnie 
of  flowers!  I,  too.  love  them,  and  have  spent 
a  great  deal  of  my  time  in  working  in  honse 
and  garden, caring  for  plants  and  flowers, both 
the  still  life,  mute  little  sisters  who  breathe 
out  their  love  in  sweet  fragrance  to  ns  and 
radiate  gratitude  to  their  Creator  with  their 
beautifully  varied  foliage.  > 

1  love  to  let  memory  drift  back  to  a  1'ttlp 
garden  of  long  ago  My  mother  was  verv  fond 
of  flowers  and  there  were  the  neatest  beds  of 
different  forms  and  sizes:  portulacai,  mignon 
ette,  heart's  ease,  stocks,  balsams,  asters,  and 
other  kinds,all  edged  around  withpumila  iris, 
and  divided  by  the  smoothest  little  paths  A 
broad  path  ran  through  the  center,  and  tiger 
lilies,  blackberry  lilies,  yellow  iris,  ribbon 
grass,  oldman,  sweetmary  and  roses  of  red, 
pink  and  yellow,  were  planted  along  the  out- 
er edge  to  make  a  pretty  background  for  the 
garden. 

But  the  dower  that  I  remember  farthest 
back  was  a  little,  slender  plant,  about  a  fool 
high,  the  foliage  resembling  that  of  phlox  in 
shape,  and  in  color,  that  of  carnations,a  blue 
green.  The  pink  flowers  were  in  clusters 
near  the  stem  of  the  plant.  My  mother  called 
them  "Fette-henue".  I  took  a  fancy  to  them 
when  I  was  a  child,  and  it  still  clings  to  me 
I  wonder  if  any  of  the  readers  know  ^h^^ 
plant  or  can  tell  from  my  description?  1 
would  like  so  much  to  see  it  once  more. 

I  remember  with  what  intense  intere.st  1 
watched  the  first  tiger  lily  buds  develop  and 
how  mysterious  it  seemed  when  a  little  green 
bud  turned  pink  and  then  red.  I  wondered 
and  wondered  what  was  inside  of  it.and  what 
made  't  turn  red,  so,  out  of  childish  curiosity, 
I  plucked  the  pretty  bud,climbed  to  the  kitch- 
en roof  where  I  was  sure  to  be  out  of  sight, 
and  there  dissected  the  bud,  piece  by  piece. 

Last  spring  I  had  planned  to  plant  ferog 
fuchsias,  begonias  and  some  other  plants  that 
like  shade,  on  the  north  side  of  our  house 
next  to  the  stone  wall,  where  the  eavespout 
comes  down  to  the  cistern.  It  would  be  easy 
to  turn  the  Avater  on  them  and  keep  them 
damp  all  the  time  The  spirit  was  willing  but 
the  flesh  played  off,  so  we  took  a  rest  cure 
and  it  worked  out  all  right.  I  still  have  the 
pleasure  of  looking  forward  to  the  carrying: 
out  of  this  little  plan  in  the  future.

PARK'S  FLORAL  MAGAZINE. 
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It  is  oarticularly  admirable  and  effec- 
tive where,  because  of  outside  views  or 
interior  arrangements  of  rooms,  some 
screen  is  necessary,  though  not  one  so 
dense  as  to  exclude  all  the  light.  The 
cobaea's  fine  foliage  answers  this  purpose 
exactly  and,  being  only  a  tender  annual, 
may  be  removed  the  very  first  dark  days, 
for  frost  withers  the  leaves  immediately. 
It  is  an  elegant  climber,  often  growing 
thirty  feet  in  a  single  season  when  given 
a  bit  of  extra  work  and  care.  Its  growth 
and  flowering  season  can  be  much  hast- 
ened and  prolonged  by  planting  the  seeds 
indoors,  or  in  a  hot-bed,  very  early  and 
transplanting  the  young  plants  outdoors, 
after  all  danger  of  frost  is  over. 

A  few  of  the  plants  can  be  carefully 
lifted  and  trimmed  for  indoors  during  the 
v.'inter  and  may  be  planted  out  again  in 
the  spring.  Give  them  a  rich  soil  for 
best  results,  watering  freely  should  the 
season  be  dry.  It  is  very  clean,  which 
is  a  most  commendable  feature,  th^t  is, 
there  are  no  bugs  or  aphis  ever  noticed 
upon  it.  Their  daintily  beautiful  "Cath- 
edral Bells",  as  some  styled  them,  are  es- 
pecially sweet  and  satisfactory  in  either 
the  violet  or  white.

SEEDS 
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HOTBEDS  A.\D  C0LDFEAx>IE8  FOK 
TEINDER  PLAiMS 

Every  home  garden  should  be  equipped 
with  at  least  a  small  amount  of "  hotbed 
and  coldframe  space  m  r; 
tomato,  cabbage,  cauliflower,  pepper  and 
other  plants  for  setting  in  the  garden. 
Such  plants  may,  of  course,  be  purchased 
from  stores  or  from  people  who  make  a 
business  of  growing  them,  but  with  pro- 
per attention,  the  gardener  himself  can 
usually  grow  plants  that  will  be  more 
satisfactory.  With  a  Uttle  hotbed  and 
coldframe  space,  and  a  few  clay  or  paper 
pots,  or  dirt  bands,  it  is  possible  to  grow 
tomato  plants  which  will  fruit  much  ear- 
lier than  those  offered  for  sale.  Even 
melons  and  cucumbers  may  be  started  in 
this  way,  and  transplanted  outside,  after 
danger  of  frost  is  over,  thus  securing  an 
earlier  crop.  If  space  is  available,  crops 
of  lettuce  and  radishes  may  be  planted 
in  these  structures  and  matured  much 
earlier  than  they  do  when  grown  out  of 
doors. 

Hotbeds  are  usually  heated  by  ferment 
ing  manure  and  are  used  mainly  for 
starting  plants  which  are  to  be  trans- 
planted outside  later ,  and  for  growing 
short  season  crops  like  radishes  and  let- 
tuce. Coldframes  are  used  as  a  place 
for  transplanting  plants  started  in  the 
hotbeds.  They  are  heated  but  are  covered 
with  glass  or  cloth  which  affords  the 
plants  some  protection.  Plants  are  set 
in  coldframes  for  the  purpose  of  "hard- 
ening them  off",  so  when  they  are  re- 
moved to  the  field,  they  will  not  suffer 
too  much  from  the  change.  Col  Ifra^  -S 
may  also  be  used  to  start  some  plants, 
such  as  late  cabbage  and  celei-y,  and  for 
growing  radishes,  beets,  lettuce  and  car- 
rots. 


^OR  A  LOW  SCREEN  AROUND  YOUR 
PORCH 

Take  some  kind  of  woven  wire  the 
height  wanted  and  stretch  it  around  your 
porch.  Then  plant  eithei  cypress  vine, 
sweet  peas,  or  nasturtiums,  and  train 
them  m  and  out  through  the  wire.  The 
above  plants  also  do  well  planted  around 
garden  fence.

Dolichos  family  and  the  wild  cucumber. 
Both  are  easy  to  grow,  easy  to  look  at, 
and  have  no  insect  enemies  to  speak  of. 
Besides.  1  have  always  hankered  for  a 
Wisteria  vine,  and  since  one  wouki  cause 
discord  in  our  family  group.,  the  Wistet- 
la-hued  Dolichos  is  "just  as  good".  The 
white  Dolichos  is  very   lovely,  also. 

After  my  men  folks  grew  content  to 
sit  under  their  own  vines,  I  planted  the 
wild  hop,  thinking  it  might  prove  a  suc- 
cess. While  it  was  so  far  as  luxuriance 
of  growth  IS  considered,  it  is  so  ugly 
when  Fall  comes,  and  one  does  not  like 
an  unlovely  old  age,  So  1  am  taking  it 
out,  though  It  is  persistent.  In  its  place 
1  have  the  wild  grape;  1  do  not  know  why 
I  love  the  wild  grape  so,  but  1  do.  Sev- 
eral very  pleasant,  very  early  memories 
are  connected  with  it  indeed,  the  one  1 
have  is  a  seedling  from  a  bunch  my  hus- 
band and*I  brought  home  one  afternoon 
on  one  of  those  rare  occasions  when  I 
can  persuade  him  to  go  holidaying  with 
me.  1  have  a  Virginia  creeper,  too,  that 
I  dug  up  m  the  woods  and  brought  home 
as  a  souvenir.  The  _man-of-affairs  does 
not  know  why  I  prize  a  certain  bunch  of 
wild  Columbine,  some  red  Phlox  from  the 
roadside  and  a  certain  walnut  tree,  now 
out  of  the  sapling  stage,  but  I  do.  "They 
are  my  rosary,  1  say  them  o'er  and  o'er; 
happy  days  that  are  gone,  but  that  live 
again  in  these  treasures  of  mine. 

But  as  to  vines;  the  iVIadeira  vine  is 
a  splendid  possession,  with  its  smooth, 
glossy  foliage  and  lavished  bloom.  Its 
fragrance,  too,  makes  it  "a  thing  to  be 
coveted.  Perhaps  Clematis  paniculata, 
the  white  variety,  is  my  favorite  of  that 
family.  It  grows  very  robustly  compared 
with  the  others.  Jackmanii  is  a  most 
beautiful  thing  but  will  not  give  you  the 
comfort  some  of  the  others  will. 

There  are,  of  course,  if  one  seeks 
among  the  hardy  vines,  such  old  tried 
and  true  favorites  as  the  Bignonia,  Honey- 
suckle and  Wisteria,  to  say  nothing  of 
divers  and  sundry  Roses.  However,  a 
Rose  to  me  should  not  appear  too  ambi- 
tious, 1  would  rather  they  had  less  of 
the  climbing  instinct,  but  evei-yone  to 
his  taste!  At  all  events,  plant  a  vine 
and  then  another,  and  you  will  know  the 
first  season  how  Jonah  felt  as  he  sat  on 
the  hill  above  Nineveh  and  sulked,  be- 
fore the  cutworm  took  matters  into,  his 
own  mouth,  so  to  speak — "so  Jonah  was 
exceeding  glad  of  the  gourd".

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If  you  love  red  roses,  this  spring  plant 
Gruss  an  Teplitz,  a  hardy,  continuous 
bloomer,  which  bears  a  flower  of  rich, 
velvety  crimson  color  on  a  long  stem. 
Caroline  Testout,  the  flower  of  which  is 
a  silvery  rose,  is  also  a  free  bloomer  of 
considerable  merit.  Among  white  roses 
Kaiserin  Augusta  Victoria  and  Clothilde 
Soupert,  a  variable  white  with  a  pinkish 
tint  toward  the  center,  and  of  the  pink 
varieties  La  France  and  pink  Maman  Co- 
chet  are  very  desirable.  Being  especially 
partial  to  yellow  roses,  it  is  more  difficult 
to  name  a  favorite,  though  both  Gloire 
Lyonnaise  and  Mrs.  Aaron  Ward  are 
beautiful  and  have  many  commendable 
qualities. 

Last  autumn  we  received,  from  a  rela- 
tive who  resides  in  California,  some 
specimens  of  beautiful  fuchsias  that  are 
grown  out  of  doors  in  their  state  and  at- 
tain a  large  size.  In  England  are  also 
found  hardy  varieties. 

Years  ago  the  fuchsias  were  very  popu- 
lar and  in  almost  every  collection  of 
house  plants  could  be  found  specimens  of 
this  plant  with  its  beautiful,  graceful 
flowers.  Today,  however,  by  many  it  is 
claimed  to  be  old-fashioned.  But  could 
any  flower  with  as  beautiful  coloring  and 
form  be  discarded  for  such  a  reason?

Now  is  the  time  to  sow  geranium  seed 
if  expected  to  bloom  this  fall.  I  have 
always  had  flowers  from  seed  sown  in 
March,  or  April,  then  planted  outside; 
but  could  not  get  blooms  from  plants 
kept  in  pots  before  the  second  year. 
The  trusses  of  bloom  are  much  larger 
and  the  individual  flowers  are  twice  the 
size  of  those  bought  from  florists.  Give 
them  good,  rich  soil,  planting  twelve  to 
fifteen  inches  apart,  and  you  will  be  well 
repaid.  I  have  had  flowers  in  four 
months,  but  usually  they  begin  blooming 
in  September. 

If   your   geraniums   have    grown  tall 
nd  weak   cut  them   back   severely,  al- 
ways keeping  in  mind  that  you  want  a 
shapely  plant.    Those  cut  back  now  will 
very  shortly  put  out  stronger  stems  and

■\  Cultivation  and  fertilizers  play  as  im- 
portant a  part  in  the   flower  garden  as 

i  they  do  in  the  vegetable  plot  and  the 
ground  should  be  as  friable  and  free 
from  weeds  where  the  columbine  and 
larkspur  grow  as  where  th^re  are  pota- 
toes. 

Canterbury  bells  are  biennials,  but  if 
the  stalks  are  cut  off  as  soon  as  the 
blooms  begin  to  wither  they  will  become 
perennials. 

If  petunias  are  planted  in  a  very  rich 
soil  the  flowers  will  be  larger  and  morie 
brilliant. 

Poppy  of  Illinois. 

If  one  wishes  a  greatly  admired  tropi- 
cal effect,  plant  several  Castot  Oil  beans 
in  an  oval  bed  and  s  t  out  around  them 
a^  row  of  the  tall  Salvia  with  an  edge,  or 
border,  of  the  darker-hued  Coleus.  If 
you  grow  the  tall  Castor  bean,  you  must 
stake  each  plant,  as  a  strong  wind  will 
snap  them  off.

ROSEMARY 

Possibly  there  is  not  one  of  our  fra- 
grant herbs  that  has  so  much  folklore 
and  SO  many  legends  connected  with  it 
as  the  Rosemary.  It  was  just  as  popular 
at  weddings  as  at  funerals,  and  in  South 
Wales,  as  well  as  at  Chelsea  and  Bucks, 
it  was  the  custom  for  each  mourner  to 
carry  a  sprig  of  Rosemary  to  the  grave, 
into  which  it  was  finally  thrown.  Many 
references  are  to  be  found  ip  the  books 
of  old  writers  regarding  the  use  of  Rose- 
mary at  funerals,  and  Herrick  in  ad- 
dressing the  "Rosemarie  Branch,'*  says: 

"Grow  it  for  two  ends :  it  matters  not  at  all, 
Be't  for  my  bridall  or  for  my  buriall." 

At  the  funeral  of  a  soldier  shot  for 
mutiny  in  1649,  the  corpse  was  adorned 
with  bundles  of  Rosemary,  one-half  of 
each  stained  with  blood.  As  Rosemary 
was  dipped  in  scented  water  when  worn 
by  the  bride  at  the  altar,  so  at  funerals  it 
was  dipped  in  plain  water.  It  was  the 
custom  at  funeral  processions  when  ready 
to  start  out,  to  nail  up  the  coffin,  after 
which  the  servants  presented  the  com- 
pany with  sprigs  of  Rosemary,  which 
every  one  accepted  and  carried  to  the 
grave,  and  threw  them  in  after  the  corpse 
had  been  lowered.  No  doubt  Shake- 
speare had  in  mind  this  custom  when  he 
makes  Friar  Lawrence  in  Romeo  and

On  this  fair  corse." 

Gay  describes  the  strewing  of  flowers 
upon  the  graves  thus: 

"Upon  the  grave  the  Rosemary  they  threw. 
The  daisy,  butter'd-flower,  and  endive  blue." 

In  Dekker's  work  on  "The  Wonderfull 
Yeare"  (1603),  he  describes  a  charnel 
house  pavement  "instead  of  greene 
rushes  strewede  with  blasted  Rosemary, 
wither'd  hyacinth,  fatall  cipresse,  and 
ewe,  thickly  mingled  with  heapes  of  dead 
men's  bones."  Such  was  the  result  of  the 
plague,  and  since  Rosemary  was  in  such 
great  demand  for  funerals,  he  adds, 
"Rosemary,  which  had  wont;  to  be  sold 
for  twelve  pence  an  armful,  went  now^  at 
six  shillings  a  handful."  Because  Rose- 
mary was  used  both  at  weddings  and 
funerals,  a  quaint  old  writer  speaks  of  a 
man  who  wished  to  be  married  again  on 
the  day  of  his  former  wife's  funeral,  be- 
cause the  Rosemary  which  was  employed 
at  her  obsequies,  would  also  do  as  well 
for  the  wedding  ceremonies.    In  some 

parts  of  Germany  it  is  still  used:  the  custom 
in  France  was  to  put  a  branch  of  it  in  the 
hands  of  the  dead  as  he  lay  in  the  coflBln. 

In  the  language  of  flowers  the  Rose- 
mary is  the  symbol  of  remembrance.  It 
was  the  custom  in  olden  times  for  the 
bride  to  have  sprigs  of  Rosemary  tied 
about  her  silken  sleeves.  In  the  bride- 
cup  of  silver  which  was  carried  before 
her  was  a  '*^oodly  branch  of  Rosemary, 
gilded  very  fair,  and  hung  about  the 
silken  ribands  of  many  colors."  As  this 
plant  is  the  symbol  of  remembrance,  this 
served  to  remind  the  bride  of  the  dear 
old  roof-tree  she  was  leaving,  of  her 
youth,  and  of  those  loving  hearts  she 
was  leaving  behind,  possibly  forever. 
Shakespeare  and  other  poets  have  re- 
peatedly spoken  of  Rosemary  as  an  em- 
blem of  remembrance,  and  as  being  worn 
at  weddings  to  signify  the  fidelity  of  the 
lovers.    The  following  words  are  spoken

"There's   Rosemary   for   you.   that's   tOr  remem- 
brance : 

1  pray  you,  love,  remembei  ' 

"As  for  Rosemary/'  says  Sir  Thomas 
Moore,  ''I  let  it  run  all  over  my  garden 
walls,  not  only  because  my  bees  like  it, 
but  because  'tis  the  herb  sacred  to  re- 
membrance, and,  therefore,  to  friendship; 
Whence  a  sprig  of  it  hath  a  dumb  lan- 
guage that  maketh  it  a  chosen  emblem 
of  our  funeral  wakes,  and  in  our  burial 
grounds." 

It  was  the  custom,  even  as  late  as  1698, 
according  to  Brand,  to  deck  the  bridal  bed 
with  sprigs  of  Rosemary;  and  according 
to  the  famous  old  Ben  Johnson,  it  was 
customary  for  the  bridesmaids  on  the 
bridegroom's  first  appearance  on  the 
morning  of*his  wedding  day,  to  present 
him  with  a  spray  of  Rosemary  bound 
with  ribbons.  From  an  old  song  once 
quite  popular  in  the  Isle  of  Crete,  \ye 
learn  that  when  the  bride  had  already 
been  decked  with  flowers,  she  called  lor 
a  sprig  of  Rosemary,  which  was  regard- 
ed as  an  augury  for  good,  and  the  nectar 
flower  which  conferred  long  life  upon 
the  bride  and  bridegroom. 

In  olden  times  this  plant  was  growi 
extensively  m  the  cottage  garden,  so  it 
came  to  be  regarded  as  a  proof  of  the 
strong  influence  of  the  matron  who  held 
sway  within,  hence  the  old  saying  that 
"the  wife  rules  where  the  Rosemary 
grows  vigorously." 

In  Spam  this  plant  was  worn  as  an 
antidote  to  the  "Mai  Occhio,"  or  Evil  Eye, 
which  the  JSleopolitan  calls  "jettatura." 
It  was  also  employed  as  a  counter 
charm  against  witchcraft,  which  prob- 
ably explains  its  presence  at  courts  of 
justice,  and  its  use  at  weddings  and 
funerals.  In  Devonshire,  it  was  the  cus 
tohi  to  burn  small  bits  ot  Rosemary  and 
Bay  to  break  up  the  spell  ol  a  witch, 
but  while  burning  it,  one  should  not  for- 
get to  repeat  the  Gist  Psalm,  to  be  fol- 
lowed by  the  Lord's  Prayer.  In  some 
parts  of  the  East  we  find  that  Rosemary,!

( Concluded  from  page  72) 
deadly  to  a  green  plant  as  to  its  fungus 
enemy.  Use  a  solution  made  up  at  the 
rate  of  one  pint  of  40  per  cent  formalde- 
hyde in  thirty  gallons  of  water;  soak  the 
earth  thoroughly  with  this  and  let  it 
dry  for  a  week  before  planting.  This 
method  is  not  so  damaging  to  plant  food 
materials  as  steam,  but  the  delay  of  a 
week  is   often  inconvenient." 


Dear  Floral  Band;  A  word  about  vines: 
plant  moon  vines  and  then  prepare  for  a 
delightful  surprise  when  they  burst  into 
bloom.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  file  a  notch 
in  the  seed  before  planting,  and  some 
prefer  to  soak  them  in  luke  warm  water. 
I  made  two  circles  of  them  in  my  garden 
and  after  they  had  covered  the  p61es  the 
v/hole  looked  like  tepees.

-  Sisters:  I  have  a  tuberous-rooted  be- 
gonia that  I  got  eight  years  ago  and 
every  season  it  gets  larger  and  brignter 
blooms  It  sets  out  on  ,my  porch  through 
the  summer,  and  in  the  fall  T  put  it  up 
on  top  of  the  cupboard.  In  March  I  Lake 
it  down  and  begin  to  water,  then  take 
out  some  of  the  old  soil  and  replace  witli 
well-rotted  manure  and  sand,  You  can 
almost  see  it  grow.  Last  year  four  large- 
stalks  came  up  with  such  large  leaves 
and  just  covered  with  bright,  shell-pink, 
single  blossoms  as  large  as  a  teacup.

Dear  Floral  Friends:  While  we  are  very 
busy  with  our  Spring  planting  1  hope  ! 
can  give  a  little  advice  that  may  be  help- 
iul  to  some  of  you.  It  is  going  to  be 
about  Chrysanthemums,  for  1  believe  it 
1  have  a  favorite  among  the  flowers  it 
lies  between  this  one  and  the  Rose. 

Put  your  Chrysanthemums  first  in  a 
four-inch  pot  in  ordinary  garden  soil  and 
then  set  them,  pot  and  all,  in  a  trench 
filled  in  with  ashes.  This  will  keep  out 
worms  and,  also,  keep  the  roots  cool. 
Chrysanthemums  need  lots  of  water;  ne- 
ver let  them  become  dry.  Late  evening 
or  early  morning  is  the  best  time  to  wa- 
ter the  plants.  They  should  be  repotted 
about  twice,  say  the  "first  of  July  and  the 
first  of  August,  in  a  larger  pot  each 
time,  in  richer  soil. 

When  the  buds  begin  to  appear  you 
may  use  a  little  liquid  manure,  increas- 
ing slowly  each  day,  when  watering.  If 
large  blooms  are  wanted  all  but  a  few  of 
the  best  buds  should  be  kept  pinched  off. 
If  kept  in  a  cool  room  after,  the  frost 
comes  they  will  stay  nice  for  a  long 
time.  In  fact,  my  husband's  mother  kept 
hers  in  the  hall  last  fall  and  the  blooms 
were  still  beautiful  at  Christmas  time.

SEASONABLE  PLANTING 

Many  of  the  "cool  season"  vegetables 
germinate  better  and  grow  better  if 
planted  almost  as  early  as  the  ground 
can  be  worked.  In  this  group  are  onions, 
radishes,  lettuce,  carrots  and  beets.  Cab- 
bage, cauliflower  and  celery,  which  are 
also  included  in  this  group,  must  be 
started  indoors  for  best  results.  Seed  of 
these  kinds  should  be  sown  in  hotbeds  or 
boxes  in  the  house  in  March.  Tomatoes, 
egg  plants  and  peppers,  which  are  *'warm 
season"  crops,  should  be  started  the  same 
way,  the  latter  part  of  March  or  the  first 
of  April. 

It  is  not  safe  to  plant  sweet  corn,  beans, 
melons,  squashes,  or  cucumbers  until  af- 
ter all  danger  of  frost  is  past,  as  even 
a  light  frost  may  ruin  them.
